To paint a group of leaves ju 
touched by the frost is not easy, but 
ihe variety of coloriug in Ihem is 
beautiful, the reddish tiuts in them 
being specially effective.

A rich 
green can be made with light cadmi- 
um and indigo. For a brighter green 
t-ubstitute PruEsiu blue for the indigo. 
For the reddish tints crimson make 
slightly tnoditied with raw umber is 
good, while burnt sieuna gives the 
rich, bright brown tono lata 
which (he crimson generally merges. 
When the greens are too bright In 
parts glaze them with ivory black. 
When too gray glaze with raw or 
burnt sienua, according to the tone 
desired.— Ladies' Home Journal.

A Stable Ratio Maintained For 
Four Centuries Up to 1873. 

Auditor E. P. Baldwin of tho treas- 
ury has jnst completed a compilation 
Of statistics relating to the production 
of gold and silver since the discovery of 
America, together with the ratio of val- 
ue for the period. His results, he thinks, 
are convincing enongh to satisfy the 
most rabid gold standard advocate that 
the value of silver during that time was 
fixed by the coinage value of the metal 
and not by the bullion or commercial 
value. Mr. Baldwin considers the pro- 
duction of the two metals by periods, 
the first dealing with the years between 
141)3 and 1850, the second between I860 
and 1872, tho last from 1878 to 1895. 

The value of this table is derived 
from tho carefully compiled statement 
of the ratio between the two metals 
during these periods. During tho first 
period the ratio of production of gold to 
silverwasl to 31.52. During the second 
period it was 1 to 6.89 and during the 
third period 1 to 17.68. The ratio of

These 
have hcen accumulating dnnug ail the 
ages of tho world's history, and they 
are not consumed or destroyed. The in- 
crease or decrease of tho production of 
either has therefore no such effect upon 
the supply as does a short crop or aJV 
overproduction of the things which weV 
oonsume from year to year. The world'e 
total supply of the two metals is not in- 
creasing as rapidly as the demand for 
it. based upon tbe increase of popula- 
tion and business of the oivilijied na- 
tions. 

The money power is always strug- 
gling to make money dear by decreas- 
ing tho quantity. In the fifties it wait- 
ed to demonetise gold because of the 
incroased production in California and 
Australia But England, not given to 
change, adhered to the gold standard, 
believing that gold production would 
not be permanently increased. For near- 
ly 30 years this same power has strug- 
gled to aboliBh the use of silver as mon- 
ey and uses the same arguments that 
were formerly used for the demonetisa- 
tion of gold. 

All the great authorities on the sci- 
ence of money have maintained that the 
two metals together give a more stable 
measure of value than either one of 
them alone. When one falls short, the 
other usually increases. Tho world's 
experience is that when any single great 
nation keeps its mints open to the free 
and unlimited coinage of both metals 
on equal terms at a given ratio neither 
the action of other nations nor the vari- 
ations between the relative productions 
of the two metals will seriously affect- 
that ratio. France maintained the pari- 
ty between silver and gold at a ratio of 
16% to 1 for 70 years— from 1808 until 
1878. This was not affected by the 
adoption of the silver standard in all 
the German states and in Austria in 
1857, nor by the adhesion by Great 
Britain to the gold staudar - - 
by her in 18 1C. The silver
